GIVES NEW FORMULA FOR 


INCREASING SPAN OF LIFE 


ANOTHER LINCOLN 


GUARD SUCCUMBS 


Robert W. Green, 85-year-old Civil 


War veteran, member of Lincoln's 
pruard of honor at the delivery of the 
famous Gettysburg address, and tip- 
staff at the Dauphin county court 
house for the last fifteen years, died 
Tuesday morning at his home in Har- 
rir.nurg. 


On June 20, 1863, he enlisted in 


Company F, First Battalion, Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteers, at Newvillc, Cumber- 
land county. 
HJS war service lasted 


seven months, and part of his duty 
was the burial of dead after thc Bat- 
tle of Gettysburg-. 
About forty-five 


years ago he went to Harrisburg, 
where he engaged in _the, wall paper 
and interior decorating business. lie 
was appointed court Vncssenger to 
Judge McCarrell in 1915, and later 
served as messenger to Judge Frank 
B. Wickersham. 


New advice on longevity was 


given by James W. Bodley, super- 
intendent of the National ceme- 
tery, when friends congratulated 
him on his 81th anniversary to- 
day. 


"I kept my liver in order, my 


heart beats regular and I have 
kept my conscience clear by an 
unfaltering opposition to the alco- 
holic liquor traffic for more than 
sixty years as a concentrated, 
consolidated, eternal, uncompro- 
mising prohibitionist," is Superin- 
tendent Bodley's formula for suv- 
viving the allotted span of three 
score years and ten for 
four- 


teen years. 


And 
Superintendent 
Bodley 


wants it distinctly 
understood 


that four score and four years do 
not make a man old, indeed no. 
He is a firm believer in the adage 
that "a man is just as old as he 
feels," and consequently typifies 
himself 
as 
eighty-four 
years 


young, and is ready to prove his 
assertion. 
His numerous activi- 


ties and the vigorous manner in 
which he performs them are, in 
his opinion, ample proof of his 
claim. 


In speaking of his long and ac- 


tive career, Superintendent Bod- 


ley showed, by referring to Rawl- 
ing's History of the First Vir- 
ginia Regiment, U. S. Volunteers, 
that "James W. Bodley was the 
first to enroll, March 18, 1861, in 
Company A, Rough and Ready 
Rifles, and has the honor of being 
the first boy in the first company 
in the first regiment whose first 
colonel in the first fight was the 
firbt man shot." This man, Ben- 
jamin Franklin Kelly, received a 
shot through the lung but re- 
covered and was later made a 
major general. 
' 


3Ir, Bodley served until March 


24, 1864, when he received his 
discharge and was married the 
same day. He stated that while 
he has been called by every rank 
from colonel to corporal, that his 
only rank was orderly (top) ser- 
geant, in which position he often 
commanded his 'company as acting 
captain. 


Superintendent Bodley lias been 


in charge of the National ceme- 
tery here for the past 8 years. 
Since taking up his residence here 
his wife died. 
He has two chil- 


dren, Charles Bodley, residing in 
Philadelphia, and Mrs. Morrie 
Bodley Morris, residing in Wash- 
ington, D. C.

TELLSOF BRIBE 


Claims Operative For Rector'* 


Widow Made Differ oi' $2500 


"To Forget." 


Somerville, N. J., Nov. 17.—A wide- 


! spread espionage system conceived by 
{Mrs. Hall's private detective, Felix Di 
(Martini, to stifle wagging tongues, 
and an alleged attempt to bribe a 
witness with $2500 and "a little more" 
to forget she saw Henry Stevens in 
New Brunswick the day after 
the 


Hall-Mills murders four years ago 
were revealed as the state virtually 
closed its case against Mrs. Hall and 
her brothers here yesterdays 


Court adjourned until 10 a. in. 


Thursday when Mrs. Jane Gibson-Eas- 
ton, the only alleged eye-witness to 
the murder of the Rev. Edward 
Hall and Mrs. Eleanor R. Mills, will 
be brought into court on a stretcher, 
if necessary, to tell her story and to 
add the epilogue to the most dramatic 
and sensational murder trial in the 
history of the state. He said he had 
the assurance of doctors that she 
could appear and testify. 


Only three or four minor witnesses 


will be called by the state following 
Mrs. Gibson's testimony, 
and then 


Mrs. 
Hall's "million-dollar" defense 


array will begin the marshaling of 
some forty witnesses an its. attempt to 
break down, the circumstantial case 
built up by Senator Alexander Simp- 
son. The case may be in the jury's 
hands by the close of next week. 


Twenty Witnesses Called 


With dramatic effects that sur- 


passed all his previous efforts, the 
Prosecutor flung into the tiny pit of a 
courtroom on the eleventh day of the 
trial an even score of witnesses who, 
under his skillful maneuvering, were 
believed to have added the cap sheaf 
to the stories of the sixty-one who 
preceded them to the state's case.

Hall 
blood money and ordered him away." 


Testimony Creates Stir 


Her testimony, following closely 


that of Sommer, a surprise witness, 
that Di Martini earned on his espion- 
age work from the Hall home, but 
that Sommer reported to him at the 
New Brunswick railroad depot, away 
from any prying eyes,'created a big- 
ger stir than the story Henry Diek- 
man told at the beginning of the trial, 
that Axariah Beekman, former prose- 
cutor, gave him $2500 to quit the 
state after he had investigated the 
murders for several months.
